REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The prior art does not appear to suggest or teach the claimed anti-CD40 4D1 1 
antibody / hybridoma. Due to high polymorphism of antibodies, the 4D1 1 antibody 
produced by the FERM BP-7758 hybridoma is deemed structurally distinct on the 
primary amino acid basis and therefore free from the prior art. Therefore, the instant 
claims appear to be free of the prior art. Accordingly, the instant claims are deemed 
allowable. 

Applicant has satisfied the requirements under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, for the 
deposit of biological materials, namely the 4D1 1 hybridoma deposited under the 
Accession Number FERM BP-7758. See page 14 of the instant specification.
